American 
intervention was impossible, but 
number of influential Filipinos 
up a cash bond of $19,000 in gold, 
he was engaged in 
ax vears before he was sent to prison. 
Jiis appeal was denied and volun- 
tarily surrendered and began his fif- 
tfeen-vear term, which had been com- 
muted from twenty-five, tn July, 1910 

Move to Secure Pardon. 


lt was at a banquet of the Atlanta 
(prays, of which he had been a mem- 
bers, in the fall of 1910 that the first 
move Was made to obtain a pardon fo 
him. Captain William C. Massey pre- 
@ided over this meeting and directed 
the work. Government and military 
officials and thousands of citizens 
#ig@ned the appeal for pardon and his 
friends were informed that a  par- 
(ion would be granted as soon as pos- 
sible.

{Amazing Confession Is Made by 


varter Fricks to Judge

He Unfolds Story of the Plot 
to Murder Charles Wil- 
liaams—Fricks Perjured Self 
at the Trial of Gibson for 
the Sake of His Mother and 
Brother.

Confessing that, under 
trial of Ed Gibson, on July 30, he had 
falsely when he stated under 
oath that Gibson -killed Charles Wil- 
liams in self-defense on July 17, Car- 
ter Fricks, a young white man, un- 
folded before Judge Maddox Moray 
morning a story of one of the most 
diabolical murders ever committed. 

He retracted every bit of his testi- 
mony at the trial of Gibson, stating 
that he testified for the defense under 
coercion. He said his conscience had 
hurt him immeasurably since then, and 
he wanted to tel! the truth. The state- 
ment was made Monday morning un- 
der oath. He says the killing of Wil- 
liams was cold-bloo@ed, deliberate 
murder, planned beforehand, and im- 
plicated in the conspiracy Ed Gibson, 
Mrs. Cassie Williams, his mother, and 
Taylor Fricks, his brother. The first 
is now under life sentence for firing 
the shot. and the latter. two in jal! 
charged with being accessories. The 
trial of the woman and Taylor Fricks 
is set for September. 

Killing Deliberately Planned. 

Young Fricks stated that Ed Gibson 
made his plans to kill Williams several 
days before the tragedy, coming to 
Rome and bought his shells loaded 
with buckshot, and he hastened home 
and awaited the coming of Williams, 
who had been detained in Rome ef- 
fecting a pretended reconciliation with 
his wife. 

According to the story of Fricks, 
Williams was stepping upon the front 
porch, and about to sit down in a 
chair, when Gibson, who was hiding 
in the hallway, shot him with a single- 
barreled gun. Williams staggered back 
to the steps and fell face down in the 
yard. Gibson walked out on the porch, 
where he reloaded his gun and told 
Taylor Fricks to turn the mortally 
wounded man over, stating that if he 
was not dead he would shoot him 
again. When he was turned over. Wil-_ 
liams, on whose face death was writ- 
ten, begged Gibson not to shoot him 
again. He died immediately, and Gib- 
son went to the woodpile, picked up 
an ax, and, smearing it with the blood 
of his victim, conceived the tale that 
he had shot Williams as he advanced 
on him with an ax. 

Fricks states that, under threats, 

were forced to tell the same tale, 
cluding Mrs. Williams, who saw 
crime commnitted. 
History of the Trouble. 
trouble originated 
prior to Williams’ death. Mr. 
Williams and. his wife separated in 
February, she going with Charles and 
Ed Gibson, two unmarried brothers, to 
keep house for them, near Armuchee. 
Williams swore out a warrant for the 
arrest of Charles Gibson about the first 
of February, charging him and Mrs. 
Williams with a= statutory offense. 
Both stayed in jall for several weeks.
